Workers at U. R. Power Stations. 


Street car service was normal] to-

Despite precautions taken by po- 
lice, Marty received a tremendous 
welcome at Perpignan, where he has 
gone to visit his mother, who is not 
expected to live, and whose condi- 
tion won him his freedom.

Prohibition enforcement agents 
subordinate to Gus O. Nations, who 
is, among other things, chief of the 
prohibition field forces of Missourt, 
went to Ste.

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French Believe Commission 4)

Germany Might Be Able to Pay

PARIS, July 19.—Franck has suc- 
ceeded beyond her own expectations 
in the matter of reconstruction, The 
latest data available hardly can de- 
scribe the extent of the undertaking. 
For instance, nearly 23,000 factories 


‘were destroyed, but in the last five 


years fully 20,000 have been recon- 


structed in their stead. About 742,- 
000 homes were damaged or de- 
stroyed, and 590,000 have been re- 
built or completely replaced. The 
population of the devastated areas is 
400,000 below the pre-war census, 
but revenues gathered from these 
regions have climbed from 600,000 
francs in 1919 to _ ¥2,000,000,000 
francs in 1922, and this year ‘will: 
amount to 3,000,000,000 francs, or, 
approximately $176,000,000 annual- 
ly, according to the present rate of 
exchange. 

This is a marvelous showing and 
it is putting cheer into the French 
people. But there is a striking les- 
son in the progress that has been 
made. It makes the French a trifle 
more conservative in their estimates 
of the cost of repair and also makes 
them wonder what Germany will do 
in another five years, 

What Can the Germans Do? 

Rebuilding is not so difficult as it 
seemed and Germany has no devas- 
tated areas to worry about. In other 
words, can anybody truly estimate 
the capacity of 40,000,000 French 
people to produce revenue more ac- 
curately than he can estimate the 
capacity of 60,000,000 Germans? It 
goes to the heart of the whole rep- 
arations problem and explains bet- 
ter than anything’ elee why the 
French are shy about commissions 
‘to investigate facts or estimate the 
Sums Germany can pay. 

The French have their suspicions 
abopt international bankersygwho are 
eager to float a German loan. The 
French say the bankers naturally 
want to reduce Germany's burden as 
much as poscible, so investors will 
more readily se the likeiihood« of 
German. redemption of bonds thag@ 
have to be issued. So, also, the 
French are inclined to regard both 
the British and American Govern- 
ment viewpoints as prompted by a 
desire to get German trade, as an 
international loan would = certainly 
assist Grman credit abroad and en- 
hance the German purchasing 
power. ites 

Commission Could Only Guess. 

Bankers outside of France are in- 
sisting that Germany cannot pay as 


ae ae 

much as France wants. Each nation 
has its own conjecture about the 
future. And the French say that 
any commission such as the United 
States Secretary of State Hughes 
proposed would only have to make 
another guess about the future, Can 
anyone tell the future of a private 
business? Can anyone say what the 
crops will be in any particular year? 
How can any experts estimate Ger- 
many's paying capacity during the 
next 25 years? <> 

The French insist that the Favs 
rations Commission was creat 
the very purpose of altering fr 
time to time the amount of the Ger- 
man indemnity as conditions 
changed, but the French have the 
majority on the Reparations Com- 
mission because Italy and Belgium 
vote with France as against Great 
Britain.

French to Hold the Ruhr. 

Meanwhile, the French have evety 
intention of holding on to the Ruhr.
